first iniportant trials from the 
"thirties. Critics and pessimists 
were not slow in foretelling fail- 
ure, and one writer, speaking. of 
the screw: propeller, said “the 
whole engineering corps of the 
empire ‘was rarrayed' in opposition 
to it, alleging that {t was’ con- 
structed on‘ erroneous. principles 
and full of practical defects.” 
The pioneers assuredly had many 
difficult problems to solve, for 
they not only had to discover the 
best form of screw and where it 
should be placed, but they had to 
devise means of driving it fast 
enough. They had to find out 
how to take the thrust, how to 
construct the under-water stern 
bearing, how to lift or feather, the 
serew, and how to diminish as far 
as possible the vibration which 
proved .s0 injurious to wooden

The first British ship ever 
propelled by a screw was the Gov-’ 
ernment transport Doncuster. In 
June, 1902, the Doncaster left 
England for Gibraitar, having on 
voard a shaft and screw propeller 
and some rope:pulleys. .The pro- 
peller was the “perpetual sculling 
machine”. of Edward Shorter, of 
London. Arrived at, Gibraltar, 
the necessary framing and pulleys 
were placed in position, the pro- 
yeller was shipped, the ropes were 
rove, and with eight men walking 
the capstan around, the Doncaster 
was moved up and. down 
Gibraltar Bay. at about 144 knots. 
The feat attracted considerable 
attention among the naval officers 
at Gibralfar and again at Malta,

shine” enabled the ship to enter 
harbour. in-a calm. The trials at 

alta were witnessed by Admiral 
Sir R.. Bigkerton, whose certi- 
ficate, with that of Captains 
Aylmer and Keats, is preserved 
in the Kelvingrove Museum, 
Glasgow. “Having been on board 
the Doncaster transport,” wrote 
Admiral Bickerton to John Shout, 
the master, “and examined the 
working of the propeller while the 
ship was under way, I have to in- 
form-you that [ think the plan a 
good one, and that . it’ may, in 
many instances, be found useful.”

found himself again .in the same 
billet in March this year when he 
was called upon to sign a report 
covering niné months’ ‘work. of 
which he could know little or no- 
thing éxcept through the medium 
of the files and minutes. 


We may appear confident -that 


in the course of time the Medical 
Department will be given a sport- 
ing chance to make. good in the 
interests. of public health. But 
Department has 
every right to be dealt with 
fairly and equally, and that can- 
not come to pass until it is given 
a permanent head on similar lines 
appertaining to the Presidents 
of Municipal ‘Commissions — in 
Singapore, Penang, and Malueca.
